RESTRI  CTI_0NS_0N  REPORTING  FOREIGN  SHIPMENTS  REMOVED 

All  restrictions  on  reporting  shipments  or  receipts  of  fruits,  vegetables, 
peanuts,  and  honey  by  country  of  origin  have  been  removed.     Hereafter,  any 
such  figures  should  be  reported  by  country  of  origin  rather  than  "origin 
not  specified"  or  "other  imports".     Monthly  and  annual  unload  reports  should 
be  compiled  accordingly.     If  figures  are  available  for  the  years  during  which 
the  restrictions  were  in  effect,  it  is  suggested  that  this  year's  annual 
unload  reports  show  a  revision  of  foreign  unloads  for  those  years,  broken 
down  by  country  of  origin,  so  our  series  of  such  unloads  will  be  continuous.

Amendment  151  f  MPR  426,  effective  12:01  a.m.  October  25,1945,  increases  the 
ceiling  price  on  juice  graces  9/l0  cents  per  pound,  making  the  E.O.B.  shipping 
point  price  6.5  cents  per  pound  for  juice  grapes  graded  and  packed  in  any 
container. 

Both  the  above  increases  in  grace  prices  were  made  to  compensate  growers  for 
losses  sustained  as  the  result  of  heavy  rains  which  occured  in  Calif crnia 
October  6  to  8.

PRODUCERS  MaY  OBTAIN  COiJ.iODITY  . LOaNS  FROM  LOCAL  BaNKS' 

  —      —    —     —     —  — —    —      —      —  .  .—    —      —    —      —     —      —     —   -      —      —  '    *  '  , 

To  clarify  its  position  in  making  commodity  loans  to  producers  and  eligible 
dealers  on  potatoes  and  other  farm  products,   the  U.  S.  Department  of 
agriculture  has  issued  the  following  statement: 

Loans  through  the . Commodity  Credit  Corporation  are  made  only  as  a  means  of 
supporting. prices  of  farm  products  and  not  with  any  intent  of  competing  in 
the  "banking  "business.    Wherever  arrangements  have  been,  or  can.be,  made,  the 
CCC  will  operate  through  the  local  bank  or  lending  agency.     Under  this 
arrangement,  the  farmer  or  eligible  dealer  may  obtain  a  loan  on  his  potatoes 
or  other  designated  commodities  from  his  own  bank  or  lending  agency*  Re- 
payment of  the  loan  would  be  to  the  same  bank  or  lending  agency. 

Local  banks  or  lending  agencies  can  obtain  this  service  through  an  agreement 
with  CCC.     The  form  on.  which  this  agreement  can  be  made  (Form  E)  may  be 
obtained  from  any  of  the  five  regional  USDA  offices  located  at:  150  Eroadway, 
New  York  7,.N.  Y.;   5  South  Wabash  Ave.,  Chicago  3,  111.;  Western  Union 
Euilding,  Atlanta  3,  Ga. ;  425  Wilson  Building,  Dallas  1,  Texas;  and  821 
Market  Street,  San  Francisco  3,  California. 

Two  copies  of  the  agreement  are  to  be  filled  out,  signed  and  returned  to  the 
regional  office.     One  copy  of  the  agreement,   signed  by  a  CCC  representative, 
will  then  be  returned  to  the  sender  and  the  other  will  be  filed  in  the 
regional  office. 

If  a  loan  becomes  delinquent  or  gets  into  any  other  similar  difficulty  it 
can  be  turned  over  to  the.  CCC,     The  bank  or  lending  agency  takes  no  risks. 
No  potatoes  or  other  farm  products  will  have  to  be  accepted  by  the  bank  or 
lending  agency  in  payment  of  loans.     The  loans  are  at  3  percent  interest. 
One-half  of  this  interest  will  go  to  the  bank  handling  CCC  loans. 

GOALS 

The  Goals  Committee  on  vegetables  has  completed  the  preliminary  draft  of  its 
recommendations  on  1946  plantings.     This  draft  will  next  go  to  the  Review 
Committee. 

SURPLUS  REMOVAL 

Some  additional  purchases  of  ^abbage  have  been  made  in  North  Carolina  and 
Wisconsin.    Purchases  to  date  include  79  cars  in  Colorado,  15  truckloads  in 
Massachusetts,  138  cars  in  Wisconsin,  and  27  cars  and  5  truckloads  in  North 
Carolina.    Purchase  of  not  more  than  2500  tons  of  topped  beets  has  been 
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authorized  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,   Illinois,  Indiana, 
and  Minnesota.     The  period  »f  purchase  extends  through  jlovember  30.  Because 
of  the  heavy  reductions  in  the  requirements  for  dehydrated  _ca£ro_ts_,  a  surplus 
is  expected.    A  plan  for  purchases  for  price  support  is  under  consideration. 
Purchases  of  jsweejt  potato_es_  totaling  36  cars  have  "been  made  in  Virginia  to 
date. 

FFJ CE  CSI.LINGS_ 

Because  of  heavy  abandonment  of  acreage  of  snap  beans  in  South  Atlantic  states 
and  reduced  yields  on  remaining  acreage,  an  upv/ard  adjustment  in  price 'ceilings 
has  "been  made  effective  to  November  20.     The  adjusted  ceiling  applies  to  all 
shipments  from  Florida  regardless  of  destination  and  to  all  other  states  for 
shipments  destined  to  receiving  points  east  of  and  including  Chicago. 

Ceiling  prices  for  sauerkraut  "both  canned  and  "bulk  have  "been  revoked  effective 
October  18.
